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Schools receive gift of property

East Jordan Schools became the official recipient of 
a gift of almost 38 acres of property at the Sept. 19 
school board meeting. 

The acreage, a gift from the Malpass Foundation, 1s 
adjacent to Boswell Field and the high school, 

“This generous gift will help the district in long- 
term site planning,” said superintendent Chip Hansen. 

Hansen said the only buildings on the property are 
some trailers owned by John Russell which will have 
to be removed. Hansen reported the foundation has 
already begun researching methods of removal, but it 
will be up to the district to complete the process so the 
property 1s unencumbered. 

The responsibility for paying for the removal is still 
in question, Hansen said. 


Math curriculum presentation 

The board heard a presentation on the incorporation 
of the Chicago Math series into the middle and high 
school curriculum. 

Math teachers Bob Panoff and Matt Inman were 
both enthusiastic about the program, which ts being 
piloted this year in one class of eighth-graders and all 
ninth-graders. 

Panoff said it is the best method he has seen in 14 
years of teaching. 


“Real world problems are presented in a real world 
way,” he noted. Problems are related to sports statis- 
tics, business transactions, recipes and other subjects 
students generally don’t associate with math. 

Reading skills are strongly integrated into the se- 
ries. Each new concept is introduced with common 
situations where the process might be needed. 

“The series relates concepts to meanings, what they 
came from and how they relate to every day life,” said 
Inman, who teaches the eighth-grade section. 

Inman called the program student-orlented, ex- 
plaining that many students will be able to proceed 
without much teacher assistance. Constant review 
and integration of the processes prevents students 
from forgetting what they previously learned. 

The series is expensive ~ $6,000 for this year’s 
introduction. This includes texts and computer pro- 
grams. Special training for teachers is also required. 

Panoff said the results are compelling, with statis- 
tics showing an increase in college math success for 
students taught through the series. The district will 
introduce the series to one class per grade level 
initially, eventually including grades six through 12. 

Board member John Kempton encouraged Panoff 
and Inman to “pressure your administrators,” and 
speaking to middle school principal Shirley Bishop, 
“pressure your school board to get this program funded 
quickly.”

Drive-by shooting 
suspect arraigned 


An East Jordan man allegedly involved in a drive- 
by shooting was arraigned in 90th District Court in 
Charlevoix, Sept. 20.

approves rezoning request

For Bryan Noirot it was a Jong and 
sometimes frustrating process. but his 
perseverance was finally rewarded. 

Noirot’s prize Was ap- 
proval of rezoning for a 
13-acre parcel from mulu- 
family residential (R3) to 
central business district 
(C1). The East Jordan City 
Council took the action at 
the Sept. 20 meeting on a 
recommendation from the 
planning commission. 

Noirot first petitioned 
the planning commission 
for the change in July. 
Through his family com- 
pany Noirost Enterprises, Noirot plans to 
purchase 22 acres owned by Bill Drenth, 
and construct a road and bring in utilities 
for up to four lots for future development 
on asegmentof the parcel. Noirost Enter- 
prises intends to attract a hotel motel to 
the development. 

The purchase contract between Noirot 
and Drenth included acontingeney clause 
based on rezoning of the 13 acres. The 
property, located on the west side ot M- 
66. adjoins the commercially zoned 
Glen's Market plaza. 

The planning commission requested a 
guarantee that a hotel would be devel- 
oped on the property. Noirot explained 
that although he had several interested 
developers. noone would consider acom- 
mitment until the parcel was rezoned. 

On the basis of the Jack of guarantee. 
planning denied the request, so Noirot 
appealed to council at the Aug. 16 meet- 
ing. On the advise of attomes Bryan 
Graham. council tabled the request until 
Sept. 6, An opinion was returned that the 
planning commission could not legalls 
set conditions on 3 specific business be- 
fore granting zoning changes.

“In zoning,” city attorney Scott Beatty 
told council, “it’s a question of appropri- 
ate use of the land.” He explained if the 
city defined a parcel as C1. it should be 
appropriate to any type of business within 
Cl restrictions. 

The council decided it 
did not have authority to 
reverse the denial. but re- 
quested the planning com- 
mission take note of the 
error if Noirot should ap- 
ply again for rezoning. At 
the same several 
council members encour- 
aged Noirot to pursue the 


time, 


issue. 

At a Sept. 9 meeting. 
planning heard Noirot’s 
application again and this 
time recommended the rezoning to coun- 
cil. 

Council quickly dispatched the amend- 
ment to the zoning ordinance. 

“We've discussed this to death.” said 
council member Greg Chappuies, as he 
moved to approve the change. In a roll 
call vote. all members except Guy 
Vallance voted ves (Sherry Sineway was 
absent). Vallance opposed the change on 
behalf of some adjoining homeowners 
who wanted the parcel to remain residen- 
ual. 


Noirot was very happy with the deci- 
sion and plans to expedite the land pur- 
chase agreement with Drenth. He said 
Noirost Enterprises hopes to begin con- 
struction vet this fall. 

Noiret also thinks Hospitality Fran- 
chise Svstems (franchisers of Days Inn. 
Park Inn. Super 8 Motel. Howard Johnson 
and Ramada) may still be interested. 
Meanwhile. his future plans are no longer 
on hold.

Michigan’s hidden craters 
prove ancient meteorite strikes 


Two enormous craters, 
blasted out millions of 
years ago by meteorites 
from space, were recently 
found beneath southern 
Michigan, according to 
University of Michigan 
astronomer Richard 
Teske. 

“The larger of the two 
craters was discovered in 
1990 by four scientists 
from the Geological Sur- 
vey of Canada,” Teske 
sald, 

While studying mag- 
netic and gravity maps of 
the area, the scientists 
jiscovered the crater 
more than a mile under- 
neath the bed of Lake 
Huron — just north of Port 
Huron. 

“While divers visiting 
the lake bottom will see 
no sign of its presence, its 
30-mile size and 500-mil- 
lion-year age make it one 
of Earth’s largest and old-

est impact scars,” Teske 
said. 

The second Michigan 
crater was found in Cass 
County in 1987 by 
Randall Milstein of the 
Michigan Geological 
Survey. He was examin- 
ing information from 
about 100 test wells 
drilled in the area. 

“This crater lies just 
south of a small village 
named Calvin Center and 
is buried about 100 to 400 
feet beneath the surface. 
Now covered with farms 
and forests, itis five miles 
across and 440 million 
years old, and was exca- 
vated by an object about 
the size of a football sta- 
dium,” Teske said. 

Finding these buried 
Michigan craters has 
helped to teach two ex- 
citing lessons. 

“First, recent technical 
developments of the kind 


used by the discoverers 
make it possible to rec- 
ognize the presence of 
buried craters. 

“Second, study of the 
buried craters can let us 
look further back into the 
past record of how the 
Earth has been hit by large 
pieces of space debris,” 
Teske explained. 

Only large chunks of 
rocky material survive the 
plunge through our atmo- 
sphere to reach the 
ground. “It’s good news 
for us that the bigger they 
are, the fewer there are in 
space; giant impacts are 
rare,” according to Teske. 

“Although one fist- 
sized object falls to Earth 
somewhere every two 
hours or so, chances of 
getting bopped by any- 
thing are very small,” 
Teske said. “Only one

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Long, cold winters aren’t only cause of plant damage 


Residents of the upper Great Lakes Region are used 
to weathering long, cold winters, but plants often 
don’t do so well. 

When the last of the snow finally melts, it usually 
reveals some dead or permanently damaged trees, 
bushes and perennials. 

Many believe midwinter sub-zero cold snaps are to 
blame, but a Northern Michigan University biology 
professor says that’s not entirely correct. 

Dr. Maynard Bowers, an internationally acclaimed 
botanist, has found that, although deep freezes do 
affect plants, some of the worst damage occurs in the 
fall and during midwinter thaws — and is not appar- 
ent until spring. 

In Bowers’ new textbook, Plant-Environment In- 
teractions, he pointed out that sudden drops in tem- 
perature — even if frost does not occur — can cause 
damage, because plants must gradually acclimate to 
cold in order to survive harsh winter temperatures. 

When the temperature does drop below freezing, 
water inside plant cells forms ice crystals and dam- 
ages the plant, Bowers noted. This can result in 
stunted growth, low yield, and plant death. If plants

are able to adjust to the cold gradually, the amount of 
water in their cells is reduced in order to minimize ice 
damage. 

North country residents think of midwinter thaws 
as welcome respite from the cold, but plants actually 
suffer from those rare above-freezing days in Febru- 
ary. Early thaws “fool” plants into functioning as 
though the weather would continue to warm, Bowers 
said. In a sense, they let down their defenses against 
cold temperatures. 

Each repeating cycle of freeze/thaw increases dam- 
age to plant tissue. Heavy “winter” damage can hap-

To combat fall damage to plants, Bowers recom- 
mends covering plants early. “This slows down the 
rate at which they freeze,” he said. 
If frost occurs, one way to save your plants is 
watering just before the sun comes up. “It’s not an old 
wives’ tale,” said Bowers. “It works.”

Waterfowl hunting seasons 


approved for 1994-1995 


DNR wildlife biolo- 
gists expect this year’s 
continental fall flight of 
ducks to be up 20 percent 
from last year. Local duck 
production is estimated 
to be greater than last 
year, as well. 

Biologists attribute the 
improvement in this 
year’s predicted fall duck 
flight first to high num- 
bers of ponds in U.S. prai- 
rie regions, created by 
abundant summer rains 
in 1993. The second fac- 
tor is the 5-6 million acres 
of idle grasslands created 
under the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's 
Conservation Reserve 
Program, where duck nest 
success rates have 
doubled in the past year. 

This year, DNR Direc- 
tor Roland Harmes has 
selected a 40-day season 
with separate dates for 
each of the state’s three 
duck zones. The regular 
duck seasons will be as

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State snowmobile trail permit 
to provide additional funding 


Beginning Oct. I, any- 
one operating. a snowmo- 
bile on public property in 
Michigan will be required 
to purchase a snowmo- 
bile trail permit in addi- 
tion to having a valid 
snowmobile registration, 

The new requirement 
is the result of an amend- 
ment to Michigan’s 
Snowmobile Law, which 
provides a means to gen- 
erate additional funding 
on a user-pay basis for 
the upkeep of the state’s 
snowmobile trail system. 

“The permit, which 
costs $10 and is valid for 
one year, will help raise 
approximately $2.5 mil- 
lion for the preservation 
of Michigan’s premier 
public trail system,” De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources Director Roland 
Harmes said. “These ad- 
ditional dollars are criti- 
cal to maintaining safe, 
enjoyable recreational 
opportunities for snow- 
mobile enthusiasts and 
others who use these 
trails.” 

The Michigan snow- 
mobile registration fee 
will continue at its three- 
year, $15 rate. This fee 
has remained the same 
since 1978. 

Five dollars from each 
snowmobile registration 
fee collected is currently 
deposited in the state’s 
Recreational Snowmo- 
bile Trail Improvement 
Fund (Fund). The amend- 
ment, (P.A. 99 of 1994), 
requires that $9 of the 
new $10 snowmobile trail 
permit fee be credited to 
the fund, with SO cents 
retained by the DNR for 
administrative costs and 
50 cents retained by the 
agent selling the permit.

Fuelwood permits 
will be discontinued 


Permits for fuelwood from state forest land will be 
discontinued once again for the period of Oct. 1, 1994, 
through March 31, 1995, the Department of Natural 
Resources announced. 

Permits issued through Sept. 30 will be valid for 90 
days after the issuance date and will entitle permittees 
to gather up to five standard cords of wood for a $20 
permit fee. Issuance depends upon the availability of 
wood suitable for fuelwood purposes. All fuelwood 
collected must be for personal use, be from downed or 
designated trees only, and is not to be resold or traded. 

Individuals who would like to obtain a fuelwood 
permit prior to Oct. 1 should contact their local DNR 
Area Forest Manager regarding availability. Permits 
are issued for designated locations in which permit- 
tees must exercise care not to trespass on private 
property and must protect surrounding live trees from 
injury. 

Permit issuance will resume on April 1, 1995, and 
continue through Sept. 30, 1995.
